Denver, July 2.—Claiming a victory 
on the first ballot, but overlooking n >

complete, the followers of Mr. Bryan 
have l»e*'ii watching for any move on 
the part of his rivals that would com­ 
pel him to go single handed against 
the field, as Tatt was obliged to show 
his strength in the early stages of th<* 
Chicago convention against the c o m ­ 
bined forces of the “allies.” 
The ar­ 
rival, however, ol the personal repre­ 
sentatives ol Judge Gray and Governor 
Johnson, the only candidates who ate 
now expected to enter the race against 
Mr. Bryan, has failed to disclose any 
common ground ol agreement between 
them. 
The Gray managers asserted that 
li ey had no Intention of entering into 
p coalition with the followers ot Gov 
ernor Johnson and had not received 
from them, or made to them, any 
overtures 
for 
a 
combination., The 
same disclaimer of a desire to pool 
issues was made by the Johnson peo­ 
ple after their arrival. 
They said that 
they had uo other object in view but 
the nomination ot Governor Johnson 
and intended to make their tight for 
that purpose only. 
This attitude which the Gray and 
Johnson people have assumed has led 
to considerable conjecture of a vice 
presidential character. 
The followers 
of Mr. Bryan profess to believe that 
the refusals of the Gray and the John 
son men to make a combined fight 
against 
the strength of Mr. Bryan 
means that they are not averse to oc­ 
cupying positions in which they can 
avail themselves of Bryan votes for 
•econd place in the event of his nomi­ 
nation for the presidency. 


Bryan People Are Wrong. 


On this point, however, both Mr 
Lynch for Governor Johnson and Mr 
Marvel tor Judge Gray insist that the 
Bryan people are utterly in the wrrong 
Their men, they say, are out for ihe 
first place and giving no considera­ 
tion to the vice presidency. 
T he chief arrivals in point of politi­ 
cal importance were those of Fred ­ 
erick B. Lynch. Frank A. Day, D. W. 
I^w ler, mayor of St. Paul, and Richard 
T. O’Connor of the same city, all of 
them enthusiastic supporters of the 
Minnesota governor. 
Messrs. Lawler 
and O'Connor arrived several hours 
ahead of Mr. Day and Mr. Lynch, and 
were in Denver but a short time. They 
went later to Colorado Springs, where 
they will remain for two or three days. 
They expect to be joined there by oth­ 
er mem bers of the Minnesota delega­ 
tion. and it is possible that the va­ 
rious m embers of the committee may 
be selected before the Johnson men 
return 
to Denver. 
It 
is practically 
certain, however, 
that 
the member 
of the committee on resolutions will be 
chosen, although neither Mayor Law­ 
ler nor Mr. O'Conner were able to 
say who this would be. 
Mayor Lawler, who acted as spokes­ 
man, 
while 
Mr. 
O’Conner 
filled 
a 
thinking part and came in strong with 
nods of approval after the mayor had 
declared himself, said that all talk of 
Governor Johnson taking second place 
on the ticket is utter nonsense. 
“ He will not take it,” said Mayor 
Lawler 
"It is out of the question to 
talk of such a c h in g . 
Even if the gov­ 
ernor were himself disposed to accept 
the vice presidential nomination, and 
I assure you he is not, the people of 
Minnesota would not permit him to 
do so. 
The Democrats of Minnesota 
and his real friends throughout the 
country are not willing that Governor 
Johnson shall be sidetracked into (he 
vice presidency. 
He is too big a man 
for that place and he belongs in the 
presidential chair if he goes to Wash 
lngton at all.” 
Expects Johnson’s Nomination. 


T h e mayor was not prepared to dis­ 
cuss the platform or the vice presi 
dential situation. 
He was, however 
emphatic in his statem ent that h< e \ 
peeted Governor Johnson to be non:! 
nated. 
“I do not believe,” he said, 
“that any nomination will be ma le on 
the first ballot. 
T here are many unin- 
structed delegates, In fact more >Lr,o

Invariably Have Been by 8mall Banda 


of Malcontent«, W h o Were Driven to 


Deeds of Desperation by 
Lack of 


Work. 


Mexico City, July 2.—In a statement 
made to ihe Associated Press on be­ 
half id the M exhan state department 
by Secretary of Foreign Affairs S«*nor 
Frederico Gamboa, that official said: 
"In order that 
the absurdly exag­ 
gerated n-ports regarding the recent 
trouble in Northern Mexico may be 
corrected, I am giving you access to 
ceriain official correspondence, which 
will prove that the contention of the 
Mexican state department that the re 
cent troubles had no political signih 
c a m e are well grounded.” 
A num ber of telegrams and official 
document- were thereupon shown tin 
correspondents, which set forth the 
following facts: 
That the recent attacks on the vil­ 
lages of Vic sea, Las Vacas and Palo 
mas were made by small bands of run 
contents, who were driven to deeds of 
desperation by la« k of work, conse­ 
quent hunger and an enmity towards 
the local 
officials 
These men 
had 
been furnished literature of an anar 
Chlstic and inflammatory nature by 
agitators in Los Angeles, Cal.; San 
Antonio and 
Austin, Tex., 
and 
St 
Louis, Mo 
In no instance had a rep 
resentative 
man 
led 
the 
attacking 
parties, nor had the largest group ot 
raiders 
numbered 
more 
than 
sixty 
men and that th« trouble was pru< 
tically over. 
Continuing, Mr. Gamboa said; 
"As you have seen, these attacks 
have been made on villages near the 
boundary 
line 
which 
separates the 
United States and Mexico, by small 
groups of unemployed and ignorant 
men of the lower class. 
'It seems that some of them came 
from the United States side and it is 
claimed the conspiracy was hatched 
on that side. 
For that reason, Mexico 
maintains that all of the raiders are 
guilty of common crimes and those 
caught on Mexican soil will be tried 
for such, while of those apprehended 
in ihe United States. Mexico will ask 
the extradition as we would of any 
criminal guilty of the crime of arson, 
m urder or robbery. 
“ Mexico was taken completely un­ 
awares bv the attacks and for that rea­ 
son 
asked 
the 
co-operation 
of 
the 
United States in preserving the neu­ 
trality 
laws. 
The 
government 
and 
the people feel deeply grateful for the 
m anner in which the co-operation has 
been given, even though the trouble 
is of such minor significance. 
That is

Representatives of the Minnesota Gov 


ernor Discuss the Situation— Neither 


Judge Gray Nor Governor Johnson 


Wants Vice Presidential Nomination 


Denver, July 2.—Claiming a victory 
on the first ballot, but overlooking no 
possible chance to make their triumph 
complete, the followers of Mr. Bryan 
have been watching for any move on 
the part of his rivals that would com­ 
pel him to go single handed against 
the field, as Taft was obliged to show 
his strength in the early stages of the 
Chicago convention against the com­ 
bined forces of the “allies.” 
The ar­ 
rival, however, of the personal repre­ 
sentatives of Judge Gray and Governor 
Johnson, the only candidates who are 
now expected to enter the race against 
Mr. Bryan, has failed to disclose any 
common ground of agreement between 
them. 
The Gray managers asserted that 
Ihey had no intention of entering into 


P. coalition with the followers of Gov­ 
ernor Johnson and had not received 
from them, or made to them, any 
overtures 
for 
a 
combination.. The 
same disclaimer of a desire to pool 
issues was made by the Johnson peo­ 
ple after their arrival. 
They said that 
they had no other object in view bu' 
the nomination of Governor Johnson 
and intended to make their fight for 
that purpose only. 
This attitude which the Gray and 
Johnson people have assumed has led 
to considerable conjecture of a vice 
presidential character. 
The followers 
of Mr. Bryan profess to believe that 
the refusals of the Gray and the John 
son men to make a combined fight 
against the strength of Mr. Bryan 
means that they are not averse to oc­ 
cupying positions in which they can 
avail themselves of Bryan votes for 
•econd place In the event of his nomi­ 
nation for the presidency. 


Bryan People Are Wrong. 
On this point, however, both Mr. 
Lynch for Governor Johnson and Mr. 
Marvel for Judge Gray insist that the 
Bryan people are utterly in the wrong 
Their men, they say, are out for the 
first place and giving no considera­ 
tion to the vice presidency. 
The chief arrivals in point of politi­ 
cal importance were those of Fred­ 
erick B. Lynch, Frank A. Day, D. W. 
Lawler, mayor of St. Paul, and Richard 
T. O’Connor of the same city, all of 
them enthusiastic supporters of the 
Minnesota governor. 
Messrs. Lawler 
and O’Connor arrived several hours 
ahead of Mr. Day and Mr. Lynch, and 
were In Denver but a short time. They 
went later to Colorado Springs, where 
they will remain for two or three days. 
They expect to be joined there by oth­ 
er members of the Minnesota delega­ 
tion, and it is possible that the va­ 
rious members of the committee may 
be selected before the Johnson men 
return to Denver. 
It is practically 
certain, however, that the member 
of the committee on resolutions will be 
chosen, although neither Mayor Law­ 
ler nor Mr. O’Conner were able to 
■ay who this would be. 
Mayor Lawler, who acted as spokes­ 
man, 
while Mr. 
O’Conner 
filled a 
thinking part and came in strong with 
nods of approval after the mayor had 
declared himself, said that all talk of 
Governor Johnson taking second place 
on the ticket is utter nonsense. 
“He will not take it,” said Mayor 
Lawler 
“It is out of the question to 
talk of such aahing. 
Even if the gov­ 
ernor were himself disposed to accept 
the vice presidential nomination, and 
I assure you he is not, the people of 
Minnesota would not -permit him to 
do so. 
The Democrats of Minnesota 
and his real friends throughout the 
country are not willing that Governor 
Johnson shall be sidetracked Into the 
vice presidency. 
He is too big a man 
for that place and he belongs in the 
presidential chair if he goes to Wash­ 
ington at all.” 


Expects Johnson's Nomination. 
The mayor was not prepared to dis­ 
cuss the platform or the vice prest 
dent Jal situation. 
He was. however 
emphatic in his statem ent that he ex 
pected Governor Johnson to be nom? 
nated. 
“I do not believe,” he said. 
“that any nomination will be made on 
the first ballot. 
There are many unin­ 
structed delegates, in fact more 'ban 
one-third of the convention is 
an 
pledged, and we do not believe ‘bai 
under such circumstances any uo.nl 
nation will he made immediately. 
We 
look for Governor Johnson to make 
an excellent showing on the first bal­ 
lot and to steadily gain strength from 
that time until he is nominated, and 


we do not expect that many ballots 
will be necessary.” 
Mr. Lynch made nothing but posi­ 
tive statements in summing up the 
situation for Governor Johnson. 
“Governor Johnson's name will be 
presented to the convention by Repre­

Hammond 
of 
Minnesota,” 
he began, “and the governor will be 
nominated for the presidency on the 
second or third ballot. 
“Mr Bryan has not got two-thirds 
of the delegates. 
We do not say that 
Governor Johnson has all of the 40‘i 
delegates which Bryan has not se­ 
cured, but he will have at least 300 
of them on the first ballot.

He said Governor Johnson was 
not a candidate for the second place 
on the ticket; that the governor had 
never been asked to take the place 
and that the governor did not regard 
himself as the logical man for the 
second place in the event of Bryan’s 
nomination. 
His choice in this event, 
Mr. Lynch stated, was former Gov­ 
ernor Douglass of Massachusetts. 


W ill Make an Energetic Fight. 
The Johnson headquarters will be 
formally opened at the Albany hotel 
and the campaign managers for the 
Minnesota governor promise an en 
ergetic fight from that time on until 
a nomination has been made by the 
convention. 
Headquarters for Judge Gray in the 
Savoy hotel are in full swing under 
the direction of Josiah Marvel of Wil­ 
mington, Del., and R. J. Beamish of 
Philadelphia. 
No definite time hee yet been set 
for the opening of headquarters for 
Mr. Bryan, which will be at Brown 
Palace hotel. 
There have been as 
yet few’ arrivals of men influential in 
the Bryan movement, the chief direc­ 
tion of his affairs in Denver having 
been so far in the hands of James C. 
Dahlman, mayor of Omaha. 
Discussion of the platform continues 
to be largely confined to the anti-in­ 
junction plank, and the latest informa­

Mexico City, July 2.—In a statement 
made to the Associated Press on be­ 
half of the Mexican state department 
by Secretary of Foreign Affairs Senor 
Frederico Gamboa, that official said: 
“In order that the absurdly exag­ 
gerated reports regarding the recent 
trouble in Northern Mexico may be 
corrected, I am giving you access to 
certain official correspondence, which 
will prove that the contention of the 
Mexican state department that the re 
cent troubles had no political signifi­ 
cance are well grounded.” 
A number of telegrams and official 
document* were thereupon shown the 
correspondents, which set forth the 
following facts: 
That the recent attacks on the vil­ 
lages of Viesca, Las Vacas and Palo 
mas were made by small bands of ma 
contents, who were driven to deeds of 
desperation by lack of work, conse 
quent hunger and an enmity towards 
the local officials 
These men had 
been furnished literature of an anar­ 
chistic and inflammatory nature by 
agitators in Los Angeles, Cal.; San 
Antonio and Austin, Tex., and St 
Louis, Mo. 
In no instance had a rep 
resentative man 
led 
the 
attacking 
parties, nor had the largest group ot 
raiders 
numbered more than sixty 
men and that th# trouble was prac­ 
tically over. 
Continuing, Mr. Gamboa said: 
“As you have seen, these attacks 
have been made on villages near the 
boundary line which separates the 
United States and Mexico, by small 
groups of unemployed and ignorant 
men of the lower class. 
“It seems that some of them came 
from the United States side and It is 
claimed the conspiracy was hatched 
on that side. 
For that reason, Mexico 
maintains that all of the raiders are 
guilty of common crimes and those 
caught on Mexican soil will be tried 
for such, while of those apprehended 
in the United States, Mexico will ask 
the extradition as we would of any 
criminal guilty of the crime of arson, 
murder or robbery. 
"Mexico was taken completely un­ 
awares by the attacks and for that rea­ 
son asked the co-operation 
of the 
United States in preserving the neu­ 
trality 
laws. 
The government 
and 
the people feel deeply grateful for the 
manner in which the co-operation has 
been given, even though the trouble 
is of such minor significance. 
That is 
the plain truth regarding the so-called 
revolutionary movement.”
